Dr. James H. Snook, ousted pro- 
feasor of veterinary medicine at Ohio 
State university, Lroke down today 
and confessed the hammer murder of 
Theora Hix, co-ed in the college of 
medicine. te 

The 49-vear-old professor, who with- 
stood the incessant questioning of in- 
vestigators for five days, collapsed 
under the strain of almost 24 hours 
of grilling and sobbed as he related 
the grim slaying of the “quiet co-ed 
who had little interest in men.” 

The motive, he told Prosecutor John 
¥.. Chester, was “protection” of his 
family. 

“She remonstrated with me against 
leaving the city with my family, as I 
had previously planned to do,” the 
doctor said in describing their auto- 
mobile ride to the secluded New York 
Central rifle range last Thursday 
night. 

“She threatened that if I did go 
that she would take the life of my 
wife and baby,” he said. 

Used Hammer and Knife. 

The killing was done with a ball- 
pin hammer and pocket knife, Snook 
said. He told questioners that during 
their quarrel Miss Hix made a grab 
for her purse, in which she carried a 
41 enaliber Derringer, a gift 
Snook's. 

“In the struggle I hit her on the 
head with the hammer with tLé intent 
to atun her.” he explained. “She con- 
tinued to fight desperately and an in- 
creased number of blows of increasing 
force was necessary to stop her,”

It had been argued that the reso- 
lution contained the gist of one passed 
by the Methodist college of bishops 
and in this connection Bishop Denny 
declared that Bishop Cannon had neg- 
lected, in his speech Wednesday, to 
mention that the action of the bish®p’s 
college on the Hoover resolution had 
not been unanimous, but that Bishop 
Denny and Warren A. Candler, of 
Atlanta, had dissented. 

“I feel very deeply about this,” 
Bishop Denny said. “I do not think 


it is within the sphere of the church 
to do such things. I fear it means 
the ultimate devision of the Method- 
ist church for many will refuse to be 
dragged, as a church, into politics.” 

Bishop Denny pointed out that he 
had frequently expressed opposition 
tw the activities in the political field 
by the church as a church. 

“The church,” he continued, “is not 
the place for such resolutions” and he 
wants “no ecclesiastical-political or- 
ganization.” “We have obligations as 
ministers and as citizens,” he said, 
“and the moment we mix these rela- 
tions we cause confusion of thought 
and possible immorality of action.’ 

Bishop Denny agrees, he said, with 
the oft-repeated proclamation of the 
Protestant thurches that “the Catho- 
lic chureh has no place in politics,” 
but “are we going to do what we con- 
demn others for doing?’

Washington, June 20.—Officials of 
the treasury and postoffice depart- 
ments let it be known today that 
two of their representatives will leave 
here for Atlanta Sunday night for 
the purpose of making final inspec- 
tion of the various properties being 
eonsidered as a possible site for the 
new federal building authorized for 
the city. 

The two officials who have been 


designated to go to Atlanta are Frank 
E. McMillin, superintendent of the 
division of engineering of the postof- 
fice department, and L. C. Martin, 
representing the assistant secretary 
of the treasury in charge of public 
buildings. They plan to spend at 
least two days in the city, arriving 
Monday, before going on to Jackson- 
ville to make a similar inspection 
there. .

Washington, June 20.—-(Uniied 
Newe.}oThe department of justice 
announced today it is collecting all 
information regarding the number of 
deaths growing out of prohibition en- 
forcement activities of both state and 
federal officers. 

The inquiry: will cover both the 
killings of officers and the killings of 
private citizens. 

“This inquiry has no special signifi- 


cance,” the department said in a state- | 


ment, “and is merely in the line of 
collecting such information as may be 
available bearing on problems connect- 
ed with prohibition ee” 

One supposition was that the infor- 
mation is being collected for the use 
of the president's law enforcement 
commission. The subject of prohibi- 
tion shootings has been prominently 
before federal officials and congress 
due to the series of recent fatalities 
incident to enforcement work.

The other chief development affect 
ing the prohibition situation today 
was the disclosure that Secretary of 
State Stimson has asked the treasury 
department for a report on the latest 
Detroit river rum running incident 
in which an American coast guard 
vessel is reported to have been fired 
on by rum runners. Secretary Stim- 
son desires to ascertain whether any 
international complications figure in 
the case.

losses sustained through eradication 
of the Mediterranean fruit fly. 

A measure, similar in many fe 
gspects to one recently introduced by 
Representative Drane, democrat, Flor- 
ida, was sent to Chairman Haugen, 
of the house agriculture committee, 
today by the secretary with his ap- 
proval. 

At the same time Secretary Hyde 
said he had been informed that the 
budget bureau had approved the rec- 
ommendations for an appropriation of 
$10,000,000 to carry on the work. 

The bill would provide for the fed- 
eral government to join with state and 
local authorities in repaying growers 
for losses incurred from the destruc- 
trun of crops to prevent the spread of 
the pest. In no case would the fed- 
eral government pay more than half 
the amount given growers. 

The amount paid the growers, in 
ths case of citrus and other orchard 
fruits and vineyards, would not ex- 
ceed the cost of maintenance. For 
vegetables and other crops which 
serve as hosts to the fly, the amount 
would correspond to the cost of plant- | 
ing and care up to the time of such | 
| destruction, 

' In making the recommendation, the 
secretary said “It is the distinct un-

Going to the basement one finds on 
one ‘side large recreation rooms, fitted 
with rowing machines, punching bags 
and other paraphernalia of the gym- 
nasium. At the rear are the shower 
and locker rooms. While one side is 
thus equipped for the men members 
the other side of the basement is 
similarly constructed for the conven- 
ience of the women. 

Emerging from the basement locker 
rooms one comes on what, at least in 
the summer months, is one of the most 
favored features of the club—a white 
tiled swimming pool, 75 by 55 feet 
and ranging in depth from three to 
ten feet and fitted with diving boards 
other devices’ calculated to en- 
hanee the joys of swimming. An 
unusual feature of this pool, said to be 
one of the finest of -its kinds in the 
south, is a submarine lighting ar- 
rangements. Big lights set in the 
sides near the bottom serve to hght 
the water from below for night swim- 
ming.

PLUCKING THE STATE FUNDS. 


Political promoters are framing 
up another big bonus scheme to 


put over on the people of the state. 
it is proposed to have automobile 
tags issued by county sheriffs and 
authorize the sheriff to collect for 
his own use’ a fee of $1 for each 
tag issued. The tags are now i$- 
sued from the office of the secre- 
tary of state. He is given $150,000 
a year to cover the expenses of his 
office in connection with all motor 
interests of the state, and it has 
been sufficient up to date. 


But there are now 350,000 auto- 


mobiles in the state requiring tags 
and the new proposed plan is to re- 
quire the motorists of-the state to 
cough up an extra $350,000 for the 
enrichment of the shrievalty politi- 
cal pooh-bahs of the counties. It 
is suggested that every member of 
the general assembly dependent for 
political support upon his county 
sheriff will be enthusiastically for 
the bonus bill. It will cost the 
member nothing but his legislative 
vote to make sure of that political 
asset to his ambitions. 

Next year there will be an esti- 
mated 400,000 tags to be issued. 
That means that $400,900 would be 
deducted from the state's revenue 
and turned over to the 161 sheriffs 
of the state. At present the total 
cost of administering the motor ve- 
hicle bureau of the state in its 
present incomparable efficiency. is 
only $120,000. So the state treas- 
ury is to be milked for $280,000 
to reward the _ politically-active 
sheriffs of the state. 

In Fulton county alone the fees 
to the sheriff would be $100,000 
per year and over. The Fulton 
sheriff is on salary, but the pro- 
posed act would allot the $1 per tag 
fee “to the sheriff’ and the sheriff 
and the county commissioners 
would have to fight over the ques- 
tion of who should have the $100,- 
000—the sheriff or the county, 
and there is no present legal adjudi- 
‘cation of that question on record.

mental industries. 

Food demand generally follows the 
growth of population, although 
mand for an established brand of Sead 
can be made to grow far more rapidly 
than the bulk. For this reason the 
big companies may be expected to be-' 
come bigger, and their expansion, if 
well managed, should be on a profit- 
able basis. 

Numerous companies have spent 
many millions in advertising. and 
have established their trade names 
and the reputed quality of their prod- 
ucts so well in the popular mind that 
earnings are well assured and pro- 
j tected for many years to come. 

However, mere size does not mean 
success. You can not, by merely pu'- 
ting together scattered manufacturers 
of food products (bakeries, for ex- 
ample), make a concern which will be 
profitable immiediately to stockholders.

It was creat- 
ed over a quarter of a century ago by 
Stuyvesant Fish and KE. H. Harriman, 
then working together in Jllinois Cen- 
' tral, Fish as president and Harriman 
as vice president. A large block of 
Illinois Central was purchased in the 
open market and deposited as collat- 
eral for eertificates which were sold 
to investors here and abroad. 


To Control Votes. 


The object of Fish and Harriman 
was to control the votes of this large 
block of Illinois Central stock without 
putting up any money. Both Fish 
and Harriman have been dead for 
many years. In the meantime in re- 
cent years their voting trust idea bor- 
rowed from London has been widely 
copied by Wall street. 

One reason for today’s quieter mar- 
ket for public utility shares was the 
announcement by J. P. Morgan & Co. 
of the terms on which the new Nia- 
gara Hudson Power Public Utility 
Holding Company offers to take over 
Northeastern Power, Mohawk & Hud- 
son and Buffalo, Niagara & Eastern. 
With the good news out there was less 
speculative interest in these shares. 

Speaking before the convention of 
the Virginia Bankers’ Association, 
President Simmons, of the New York 
exchange, expressed the belief that 
the change of this country from a 
ilebtor to cretlitor nation is the most 
important factor in the stabilization 
that has oceurred in this country in 
general business. He says the records

Technique Improved.

GERMANY $50,000,000 


Berlin, June 20.—(United News.) 
A United States banking consortium, 
understood to be headed by Dillon, 
Read & Co., has concluded an agree- 
ment whereby the German government 
is granted a credit of $50,000,000, it 
was learned today. 

Negotiations had been under way 
for some time and observers asserted 
that the establishment of the credit 
was a critical point in the govern- 
ment’s financial pélicy.

The domestic loan fiasco, for which 
Germans subscribed but 180,000,000 
of the 300,000,000 marks, left only 
the foreign markets available and 
started the government negotiations 
for a $50,000,000 short-term credit 
abroad.

Alexander Smith Cochran, chief own- 
oe of the Alexander Smith & Sons 
Carpet Company here, died early today 
at @aranac Lake, where he went last 
Friday to regain his health.

He was once the husband of Ganna

BERMAN HEALTH PLAN 
REPEALED BY COUNCIL 


The Berman health ordinance, ‘pro- 
viding for physician examination of ail 
cooks, waiters and others who prepare 
and serve food in public eating places. 
was repealé@d by city council Thursday 
afternoon in the adoption of a repeal 
ordinance submitted by Alderman J. 
Allen Couch, of the fifth ward. 

Passage of the measure by a vote of 
16 to 9 followed a hot fight in coun- 
cil over the repeal move and an 
amendment to the ordinance offered 
by Councilman Joe Berman, of the 
fourth ward, author of the original 
ordinance. Alderman Couch, in pre- 
senting his repeal ordinance, said that 
the finance committee had failed io 
find the money to enforce the law 
which would have gone into effect 
July 1. A movement is on foot to 
devise a better ordinance, Mr. Couch 
said, 

The repeal move began when Coun- 
cilman F. H. Reynolds, of the eighth 
ward, submitted a favorable commit- 
tee report for repeal. This move failed, 
however, when Councilman W. E 
Saunders, of the 12th ward, pointed 
out that it takes an ordinance te re- 
peal an ordinance. 

An amendment offered by Council- 
man Berman to the original ordinancé, 
providing that, persons affected should 
appear by October 1 and register, 
was tabled by a vote of 15 to 12. The 
amendment would have provided for 
a certificate good for 90 days, and 
required a physical examination every 
9) days, with a 25-cent fee for each 
registration and examination. The fee 
clause would support the enforcement 
of the ordinance, Berman said. 

Alderman Couch said that Dr. J. 
P. Kennedy, city health officer, told 
him that the Berman ordinance would 
not reach the end it sought.

CLASH TODAY

Ancient Rivals Will Row 
on Thames for Crew 
Honors. 


By Alan J. Gould. 


Associated Press Sports Editor. 

New London, June 20.—(@)—Blue 
skies disappeared today behind storm 
clouds “but victory for the Blue of 
Yale nevertheless is forecast, rain or 
shine, in tomorrow's renewal of the 
77-year-old rowing feud with the 
Crimson of Harvard. 

Even bluff, good natured Ed Brown, 
veteran Harvard coach, conceded to- 
night that “‘Yale should be the fa- 
vorite, on the records,” for the four- 
mile pull up the Thames river that. 
brings the regatta to a climax tomor- 
row evening. Yet, he added, in a 
statement to the Associated Press: 


“Don’t think for a minute that we 
concede anything except that Yale is 
good. ur varsity is better, much 
better than last year. It has come 
along very well. I expect Captain 
Clark's crew to give a good account of 
itself all the way; if it is up with 
Yale at the two-mile mark, its 
chances to win will be good.” 


FRANK STATEMENT. 


Brown's frank statement. in con- 
trast with the taciturn silence of 
Yale's able coach, Ed Leader, is no 
more optimistic than the views of ex- 
perts who consider that while Yales 
prospects are bright, all things con- 
sidered, Harvard unquestionably has 
the stamina, the experience and the 
courage to make it a boat race. If. 
the river is rough, as is possible in 
view of storm forecasts, Harvard s 
power may accomplish the same kind 
of an upset it did two years ago. 
Under any circumstances, however, 
no such rout as Yale's’ ten-length 
triumph of 1928 is anticipated in 
either camp. 

This is the G2nd dual encounter 
but all told, the records reveal that 
the Crimson and Biue have rowed 
eaca other 66 times, whether it was 
ic barges, four-oared. gigs or eight- 
oared cedar. shells. 

Since the war, and especially since 
1923, when Ed Leader came out of 
the west to reorganize the Eli rowing 
system, Yale has dominated’ the 
Thames, where all the races since 
1878, with twe exceptions, have been 
rowed. The Blue has won seven of 
the last eight varsity duels. Over 
the same upstream ‘course that will
